For 
years, TCR has been limp- 
ing along with a rather 
tawdry mixture of sanitized 
"news" about comic books, 
a barely disguised pilfering 
of media blurbs from Varie- 
ty and a collection of re- 
prints of syndicated comic 
strips, most of which we 
could have lived without the 
first time around. But with 
the addition of the top- 
selling comics list, TCR be- 
comes an invaluable aid to 
anyone who follows the for- 
tunes of Marvel.

ithough construing 
the TCR list as any- 
thing even approach- 
hug an accurate reflec- 
tion of total comic -book 
sales would be a grievous er- 
ror — comic fans are not re- 
flective of the general

For one thing, it will give 
us a better idea of exactly

Charlton's Secret Ro- 
mance, sold eight copies. 
The top 20 titles, all M 
releases, each sold at 
1.612 copies. Among t 
top 20 were X-Men (2,0^0 
copies). Amazing Spider- 
Man (2,958), Fantastic 
Four (2,400) and Thor 
(1.705). 

The first DC title didn't 
appear on the list until 
number 21. It was 
Warlord (1.611 
copies). The next DC title, 
DC Comic* Present*, was 
29th with sales or 1,164 
copies. Most of the other 
DC comics fell between 



30th and 60th on 'trie list, 
including Superman (32nd 
place, 1 .025 copies). Ac- 
tion (35th.

Quite frankly. I expected 
the Warren books to have 
done better among the Tans 
whose purchases are re- 
flected in this sales list. 
What the Warren books' low 
sales among the fans means 
is that, on a percentage 
basis, the Warren books 
garner a bigger portion of 
their sales from newsstands 
and other traditional non- 
fan outlaws than do books 
from Marvel or DC. 

Mow whether that situa- 
tion is better or worse for 
Warren is something that's 
fair game for Interpretation. 
My guess is that it is better 
to get the bulk of your sales 
from the traditional outlets 
rather than these fan shops.

But Ignore everything 
else in the magazine be- 
cause, once you get past the 
comic-sales lists, the mater- 
ial Is hardly worth your time.
